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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or' in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
McConnell (US 5,436,957; cited by the applicants and applied for the first time). 

With respect to claims 1 , refer to column 9, lines 52 - 58; and column 1 6, line 1 0 
- column 21, line 12 where McConnell plainly teaches the claimed receiving a request 
from the subscriber to configure a calling service, determining the individual 
configuration changes that are required to fulfill the subscriber's request for each 
telephone device of the plurality of devices (see column 17, lines 47 - 60), distributing 
the individual configuration changes for each telephone device (telephone line) to the 
network entity (reads on the ISCP of McConnell) that provides the calling service for 
that telephone device (see column 1 5, lines 52 - 56). 

The limitations of claims 12-14 and 16-18 are taught from column 10, line 21 - 
column 16, line 9. For example, for claim 18, see column 10, lines 36-51. 

With respect to the limitations of claim 2-6, 8-1 1,15, and 19-22, McConnell 
teaches a database for storing the subscriber configuration information of different 
services, updating the database when the subscriber changes the configuration 
information, and consulting the database whenever call services are accessed on a 
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subscriber line to determine if the accessed service is available for that subscriber line. 
McConnell also discloses that the subscriber request to configure call services may be 
in the form of DTMF tones (IVR) or a data connection (Internet) (see column 19, lines 
17 -column 21, line 12). 

With respect to claim 7, see column 21 , lines 13-22. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Malik teaches a system and method for automated provision and 
customer selection of temporary advanced intelligent network services. Creswell et al. 
teach a system and method that provides specialized processing of communications 
based on automatically generated identifiers.
